expenses  the  sum  of  $276,396.85.

THE  COUNTY  CLERK’S  OFFICE. 

The  office  is  modestly  furnished  and  conveniently  arranged  with 
counters,  desks,  book  racks,  and  metal  filing-cabinets,  presenting  a very 
business-like  appearance.  While  the  office  accommodations  are  inade- 
quate, it  wili  continue  to  answer  for  the  present  at  least,  but  we 
respectfully  suggest  that  as  soon  as  practicable  a fireproof  and  com- 
modious office  be  provided  for  the  County  Clerk,  to  protect  the  many 
thousands  of  valuable  records. 

System  is  everywhere.  In  the  Civil,  Criminal,  Probate,  Quiet  Title, 
Naturalization,  Marriage  License,  and  Copyist  departments,  system 
prevails.  Courtesy,  efficiency  and  promptness  are  essential  qualifications 
to  every  employee  under  Mr.  Mulcrevy's  jurisdiction. 

The  office-work  is  divided  into  several  departments,  as  follows: 
General,  Civil,  Probate,  Quiet  Title,  Criminal,  Naturalization,  Marriage 
License  and  Professional  Registration  and  copying  records. 

The  work  of  every  department  is  practically  up-to-date,  particularly 
the  Civil  and  Probate  departments.  All  Court  orders  and  decrees  are 
entered  and  recorded  and  judgments  docketed  immediately,  and  every 
record  and  filing  is  always  in  its  proper  place. 

Each  department  keeps  a separate  cash-book,  and  for  every  fee 
received  a tripiicate  cash  tag  is  made  out.  At  the  close  of  each  day  the 
department  clerk  makes  out  and  delivers  to  the  Cashier  a statement 
containing  the  number  of  each  tag,  amount  received,  and  character  of 
service  rendered.  The  Cashier  keeps  a generai  cash-book  in  which  he 
enters  receipts  of  the  day  received  from  each  department.  The  system 
insures  that  every  fee  received  must  be  accounted  for,  thus  insuring 
the  same  to  reach  the  Treasury. 

The  great  volume  of  business  transacted  in  the  Quiet  Title  Depart- 
ment reflects  credit  upon  the  office;  19.848  actions  have  been  filed,  and 
it  is  expected  that  during  the  next  year  at  least  fifteen  thousand  addi- 
tional actions  will  be  filed.  Everj'  action  must  go  to  judgment  and  be 
recorded,  and  it  is  practically  impossible  for  the  limited  number  of  copy- 
ists employed  to  keep  up  the  work  of  recording.  Therefore  we  suggest 
that  the  Supervisors  provide  for  the  employment  of  additional  help  in 
the  next  budget.

EXCERPTS  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  JURY 

In  and  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  Tears  1909-1910. 

The  present  naturalization  law  was  adopted  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  of  America  and  approved  by  his  Excellency  the  President. 
The  law  became  effective  September  27,  1906.  The  enforcement  of  the 
law  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor, 
Division  of  Naturalization. 

The  law  invests  certain  courts  with  authority  to  naturalize  aliens. 
Among  the  courts  specified  is  our  Superior  Court,  of  which  the  County 
Clerk  is  ex-officio  Clerk.  In  all  naturalization  matter.s,  under  the  pro- 
vision of  said  law,  and  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and  Labor,  Division  of  Naturalization,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  exercising  jurisdiction  in  naturalization  matters  has  imposed  upon 
him  a great  many  important  duties,  all  of  which  carry  with  them  very 
grave  responsibilities.  If  the  Clerk  makes  the  slightest  error,  or  vio- 
lates any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law,  or  the  rules  of  the  Department, 
he  is  liable  to  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both.

When  the  law  became  effective  the  Cleric  was  advised  by  eminent 
counsel  that  he  had  authority  to  act  in  naturalization  matters,  and  there- 
fore established  the  Department  of  Pensions  and  Naturalization  in  his 
office  and  gave  it  his  close  personal  attention,  and  found  that  this 
department  was  a great  convenience  to  the  thousands  of  pensioners  who 
come  to  the  office  to  have  their  vouchers  verified  and  sworn  to;  it  also 
enables  thousands  of  our  naturalized  citizens  to  have  their  naturalization 
records  restored,  said  records  having  been  destroyed  in  the  fire  of  April, 
1906.  In  the  matter  of  new  naturalization,  the  law  provides  that  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  Division  of  Naturalization,  shall 
furnish  the  Clerk  with  all  books,  blanks,  etc.  It  also  provides  that  cer- 
tain fees  shall  be  charged  petitioners  for  naturalization,  etc.,  -half  of 
said  fees  to  be  forwarded  ciuarterly  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and 
Labor,  and  the  other  half  to  be  retained  by  the  Clerk,  acting  as  the  agent 
of  the  Federal  Government  in  naturalization  matters.  The  fee  i-eceived 
in  these  matters  is  in  no  way  commensurate  with  the  service  rendered, 
or  the  responsibilities  imposed,  but  the  Clerk  discharged  these  duties  on 
the  advice  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court,  who  are  acting  in  these  matters, 
for  the  reason  that  it  . would  give  our  residents  who  are  not  citizens 
an  opportunity  to  file  a petition  for  naturalization. 

In  reference  to  the  Clerk’s  authority  to  act  in  naturalization  mat- 
ters, the  question  was  referred  by  his  Honor  Mayor  Taylor  to  Hon. 
Percy  V.  Long,  City  Attorney,  who  agreed  to  give  an  opinion  on  the 
question,  but  advised  that  the  entire  question  be  submitted  to  the  Courts 
for  adjudication,  which  procedure  has  been  followed,  and  the  matter  is 
now  before  the  Courts. 


FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  WILLIAM  DOLGE, 

Certified  Public  Accountant,  E.vpert  for  the  Finance  Committee, 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Under  the  Act  of  June  29,  1906  (U.  S.  Stats.,  1905-06,  Part  I,  p. 
596),  all  proceedings  in  naturalization  are  taken  over  by  the  Bureau  of 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor.  The  County  Clerk  of  San  Francisco,  ex-officio  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court,  acts  as  the  representative  of  the  Division  of  Naturaliza- 
tion for  the  Federal  Government.  For  the  filing  of  declaration  of  in- 
tention and  petitions  for  naturalization  and  the  recording  and  accounting 
thereof  the  Division  of  Naturalization  of  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Labor  has  provided  a comprehensive  procedure  which  is  properly 
observed  by  the  County  Clerk.
